on  March  5.  No  changes  are  made  in  the 
prices  of  hard  soap  and  soap  flakes  but  new 
provisions  make  it  an  offence  to  sell  soap 
powder  at  a  price  exceeding  that  marked 
on  the  container  and  prohibit  the  imposi- 
tion, on  the  sale  of  soap  of  any  kind,  of 
conditions  relating  to  the  purchase  of  other 
articles. 

Post-war  Finance  for  Small  Traders  — 

The  president  of  the  British  Bankers' 
Association  stated  recently  that  the  bank- 
ers' job  after  the  war  would  be  to  put  mer- 
chants and  small  traders  on  their  feet  again. 
Many  who  had  had  good  businesses  before 
the  war,  employing  from  fifty  to  several 
hundred  men,  would,  on  account  of  the 
war,  have  little  money  left.  A  six  months' 
loan  from  the  bank  would  be  of  little  use. 
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They  would  need  money  for  several  years 
in  building  up  their  businesses  again.  The 
banks  were  therefore  considering  the  prac- 
ticability of  making  advances  and  allowing 
the  small  trader  to  pay  them  back  by 
instalments  over  a  number  of  years. 

Wine  Licence. — At  Derby,  recently, 
Frederick  W.  Towle,  M.P.S.,  3  Beaufort 
Street,  Derby,  was  granted  a  licence  for  the 
sale  of  medicated  wines,  on  the  understand- 
ing that  it  should  apply  only  to  certain 
specified  brands. 

Nuffield  Aid  in   Penicillin   Research. — 

Through  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals 
Trust,  grants  of  £2,^00  annually  for  five 
years  have  been  made  towards  the  cost  of 
research  work  carried  out  on  penicillin  at 
Oxford  University  under  Professor  H.  ^^^ 
Florey. 

Presentation. — At  a  meeting  held  in 
Liverpool  on  February  16,  students  of  the 
Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy  presented 
their  principal,  Mr.  H.  Flumphreys  Jones, 
Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  with  a  leather  brief  case  and 
parchment  scroll  bearing  the  names  of  all 
the  students  at  the  school. 

Dublin  Chemists'  Rugby. — The  Dublin 
Chemists'  Rugby  Club  faces  its  stiffest 
opposition  to  date  when  it  meets  a  selected 
Dublin  Hospital  XV  at  Donnybrook  on 
March  5.

of  shops,  with  perhaps  better  facilities  for 
dispensing  and  certainly  better  remunera- 
tion for  services  rendered.  In  subsequent 
discussion,  the  suggestions  were  made  that 
employees  should  be  equally  represented 
on  committees,  etc.,  when  important  prob- 
lems affecting  the  future  of  pharmacy  are 
discussed ;  that  restriction  of  entrants  to 
pharmacy  should  be  a  sine  qua  non  before 
restriction  of  pharmacies;  that  "pure" 
pharmacy  was  not  possible  even  under 
State  supervision.  Mr.  Young  congratu- 
lated the  Branch  on  its  contributions  to 
the  Society's  Benevolent  Fund. 

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report. — During 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1943  the  Birmingham 
City  analyst  examined  135  samples  of  drugs 
and  found  seven  incorrect.  A  sample  of 
Friar's  balsam  contained  only  12-9  instead 
of  a  normal  18  per  cent,  of  solid  extractive. 
No  official  standard  for  extractive  is  given 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  and,  owing  to  diffi- 
culties of  supply,  samples  containing  as  low 
as  14-8  to  15-9  per  cent,  have  been  passed  in 
previous  years.  •  A  sample  of  health  salts 
was  found  incorrectly  labelled,  the  presence 
of  8f  per  cent,  of  citric  acid  being  undis- 
closed and  the  percentage  of  exsiccated 
magnesium  sulphate  being  slightly  in  excess 
of  that  stated.  Samples  of  seidlitz  powders 
were  found  20  to  30  per  cent,  deficient  in 
the  white  papers  and  6  to  7  per  cent,  in 
excess  in  the  blue;  in  another  case  "extra 
strong"  powders  were  supplied  in  error. 
No  prosecutions  followed,  but  the'  dealers 
were  cautioned. 

Council  Spokesman  at  Oxford. — Mr.  F.  C. 

Wilson  (a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council)  addressed  the  Oxford- 
shire Branch  of  the  Society  recently. 
He  feared  that  the  Society,  in  the  forth- 
coming Council  election,  might  become  a 
battleground  for  sectional  interests.  He 
drew  attention  to  many  changes  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Council  during  recent  years, 
and  deprecated  change  for  the  sake  of 
change.  He  said  it  was  a  matter  of  extreme 
regret  to  him  that,  after  many  months  of 
hard  work  in  the  preparation  of  a  closely- 
reasoned  memorandum  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  in  the  Army,  the  Society 
should  have  received  a  rebuff  such  as  had 
been  given  by  the  Army  Council.  He  felt 
sure  that  the  Council  would  have  the  sup-, 
port  of  the  whole  of  pharmacy  in  any  action 
it  might  take  to  bring  about  the  changes 
in  the  Army  which  were  so  necessary.  He 
concluded  with  a  brief  account  of  the  steps 
taken  to  place  pharmacy's  views  before 
the  Minister  of  Health. 
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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Alleged  Cure  for  Haemophilia. — The  Min- 
ister of  Health  stated  on  February  24  that 
he  had  no  information  about  a  new  cure 
claimed  for  haemophilia  other  than  that 
given  by  Budapest  radio  and  reported  in 
the  Press.  Internal  evidence  suggested  that 
the  information  was  either  false  or  in- 
accurate. 

White  Paper  on  Scientific  Research. — Mr. 

Attlee  (Lord  President  of  the  Council) 
stated  on  February  24  that  he  would  con- 
sider issuing  a  White  Paper  setting  out  the 
present  organisation  for  all  branches  of 
scientific  research  in  Great  Britain,  and 
showing  the  respective  responsibilities  of 
his  own  and  other  Departments. 

Exchange  of  Scientific  Information. — It 

was  stated  on  February  23  that  among 
items  of  information  now  being  communi- 
cated to  the  Soviet  authorities  was  the 
present  state  of  research  into  clinical  uses 
of  penicillin.  The  question  of  further  con- 
tact for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  scientific 
information  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
Soviet  Union  was  being  pursued. 

"  Home-made  "  Penicillin. — Major  Lyons 
asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on  February 
17  if  his  attention  had  been  called  to  the 
production  and  use  of  home-made  penicillin, 
and  whether  he  would  consider  co-operating 
with  those  responsible  for  intimating  their 
case-notes  on  the  topic.  Mr.  Willink,  in 
reply,  said  he  was  advised  that  the  small- 
scale  production  of  this  substance  was 
attended  by  special  difficulties  of  purifica- 
tion and  standardisation.  He  would  be 
glad  to  receive  all  information  relative  to 
the  production  and  application  of  penicillin. 

Supply  of  Combs. — Mr.  A.  Edwards  asked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
February  18  the  range  of  controlled  prices 
of  combs  and  when  price  control  was 
introduced.  Mr.  Dalton  replied  that 
maximum  retail  prices  of  combs,  inclusive 
of  purchase  tax,  ranged  from  5d.  to  3s.  6d., 
depending  on  size  and  quality.  The  Order 
fixing  these  prices  came  into  force  on 
November  i,  1943.  In  reply  to  a  further 
question  regarding  shortage  of  combs,  Mr. 
Dalton  said  that  as  many  combs  were  being 
sold  as  before  the  war,  and  he  was  not  aware 
-of  any  general  shortage. 

West  African  Palm  Oil.— Mr.  Wootton- 
Davies  asked  the  Minister  of  Food,  on  Feb- 
ruary 9,  what  were  the  average  prices  of 
West  African  palm  oil  to  the  consumer  in 
June  1939  and  December    1943.  Colonel 


Llewellin  replied  that  the  figures  wet 
£12  los.  and  ;^42  5s.  per  ton  respectively 
Further  asked  to  explain  how  this  increas 
of  some  350  per  cent,  took  place,  what  extr 
the  native  in  West  Africa  was  getting  an 
whether  the  Ministry  was  making  any  prof 
on  the  material.

Private  Traders'  Income  Tax. — Mt.  Lipso 
asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  o 
February  24  if  he  would  take  steps  to  giv 
the  private  trader  in  business  on  his  o\v 
account  a  remission  of  income  tax  liabilit 
equivalent  to  that  allowed  to  employe 
persons  under  the  "  pay-as-you-earn 
scheme.  Sir  J.  Anderson  said  the  discharg 
of  tax  to  employees  was  given  only  wher 
necessary  to  prevent  overlapping  payment 
on  transfer  to  "pay-as-you-earn."  N 
question  of  overlap  arose  for  the  privat 
trader.  Notice  had  been  taken  in  the  debat 
that  persons  trading  on  their  own  accouri 
felt  they  were  being  treated  unjustly  whe 
denied  a  remission  of  tax  liabilit}^  grante 
to  employees  whose  income  might  actual! 
be  greater  in  some  instances  than  theirs.

:ealth  Service  Suggestions 

The  eighty-five-page  White  Paper  form- 
Lg  the  subject  of  your  editorial  article  on 
.  229,  and  fully  summarised  on  pp.  233-39, 
as  been  read  by  me  in  its  entirety  :  mention 
f  this  fact  may  reassure  anyone  who  is  in 
■arch  of  comments  not  made  in  the  present 
aragraphs.  Experts  have  found  not  less 
lan  five  different  "hands"  in  the  manu- 
:ript  of  the  play  "Sir  Thomas  More." 
/ithout  attempting  so  erudite  an  analysis, 
lie  can  recognise  three  types  of  author  in 
A  National  Health  Service,"  each  repre- 
;nting  a  separate  school  of  thought.  The 
rst  type  is  obsessed  by  the  framework  of 
hatever  scheme  may  come  into  being ;  it 
of  opinion  that  any  scheme  must  be  solidly 
ased  on  bureaucracy,  and  must  be  com- 
lete  in  every  detail.*  Such  phrases  as  "this 
aplies  some  degree  of  regulation"  and  "it 
ill  be  the  duty  of"  are  frequent.  The  sec- 
[id  type  is'\>verfiowing  with  delight  at  the 
snefits  envisaged  ;  it  sees  a  new  heaven  and 
new  earth  arriving,  so  to  speak,  with  the 
orning's  milk.  A  sentence  beginning  at 
le  bottom  of  p.  7  reads:  "In  short,  gen- 
■al  medical  practice,  consultant  and  spec- 
list  opinion,  hospital  treatment,  clinic 
jrvices  for  particular  purposes,  home 
ursing,  midwifery  and  all  other  branches 
[  health  care  need  to  be  related  to  one 
nother  and  treated  as  many  aspects  of  the 
ire  of  one  person's  health."  The  words  I 
ave  italicised  indicate  the  danger  of  being 
irried  away  by  enthusiasm.  The  third  type 

more  broadly  human ;  it  recognises  that

ad  that  experimental  work  may  need  to

Though  an  able 
ocument,  the  White  Paper  needed  some 
ind  of  homogeniser  to  render  its  contents  a 
ansistent  whole.  The  five  Appendices  are 
erhaps  the  most  interesting  part  of  the 
'aper.  Appendix  B,  giving  details  of  pre- 
ious  discussions  on  health  services,  might 

ell  have  been  longer :  the  space  allotted 
3  it  is  meagre,  the  compilers  having  appar- 
ntly  overlooked  the  importance  of  an 
dequate  historical  background  in  a  matter 
f  this  scope.  It  omits,  for  instance,  a  refer- 
nce  to  the  joint  proposals  submitted  to  the 


Minister  of  Health  last  year  by  certain 
organisations  representing  and  associated 
with  pharmacy.  Among  the  useful  features 
of  the  Paper  is  the  section  in  Appendix  A 
(pp.  66-67)  dealing  with  existing  industrial 
medical  services.  There  will  no  doubt  be 
further  opportunities  of  discussing  the 
aspect  of  the  scheme  that  particularly 
interests-  us,  the  supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances.  Meanwhile  it  is  not  too  early 
to  call  attention  to  the  contrast  between 
the  elaborate,  if  tentative,  organisation 
proposed  for  a  medical  service  and  the 
nebulous  references  to  a  pharmaceutical 
service.  It  is  difficult  to  escape  the  conclu- 
sion that  some  overlapping  is  likely  to  occur 
in  the  arrangements  for  a  medical  service, 
comprising  as  they  do  a  Central  Health 
Services  Council,  a  Central  Medical  Board, 
Local  Health  Services  Councils,  and  the 
activities  of  joint  authorities  (not  honoured 
with  initial  capitals)  formed  by  the  union 
of  county  councils  with  county  borough 
councils.  Nor  is  it  clear  to  me  what  relation 
between  Health  Centres  and  clinics  is 
contemplated. 

A  Brighton  Report 

The  appearance  of  the  second  report  of 
the  Brighton  1942  Committee  (p.  223)  in 
the  same  week  as  that  of  the  Government 
W^hite  Paper  may  have  the  result  of  lessen- 
ing the  appeal  the  report  would  otherwise 
make.  This  document  is  entirely  pharma- 
ceutical in  content,  and  merits  attention 
accordingly.  The  second  of  the  alternative 
plans  outlined  in  it  is  in  a  sense  a  counterpart 
of  the  health  scheme  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  referred  to  on  previous  occa- 
sions in  your  columns.  The  first  plan  "is 
concerned  solely  with  the  supply  of  medi- 
cines for  domiciliary  treatment."  Two 
points  in  it  call  for  comment.  One  is  the 
proviso  that  pharmacies  should  be  so 
equipped  that  pharmacists  "could  under- 
take all  additional  dispensing."  If,  in  the 
immediate  future,  the  prescribing  of  the 
average  medical  practitioner  is  to  be  limited 
to  ampoules  administered  by  himself,  there 
will  not  be  much  additional  dispensing  for 
anyone  to  do.  If,  again,  prescribing  is  to  be 
chiefly  concerned  with  substances  that  can 
only  be  made  on  a  large  scale,  dispensing 
will  become,  at  any  rate  for  a  time,  little 
more  than  a  matter  of  keeping  records. 
The  other  point  in  the  plan  is  the  claim 
that  all  dispensing  should  be  done  by 
pharmacists.  That  strikes  me  as  a  sound 
proposition.  Xrovser 
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Non-existent  Cosmetics. — At  Bristol 
Assizes,  on  February  22,  Harry  Bernstein, 
Ardwick  Road,  London,  N.W.3,  was  sen- 
tenced to  four  years'  penal  servitude  for 
conspiracy  and  fraudulent  deals  in  non- 
existent cosmetics  and  other  goods,  includ- 
ing obtaining  £^26  by  false  pretences  from 
shopkeepers  at  Worcester  and  Trowbridge. 
Accused  pretended  to  be  an  agent  for  Max 
Factor  cosmetics,  and  obtained  open  cheques 
for  goods  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  supply. 
R.  E.  Jones,  St.  George,  Bristol,  was  found 
guilty  with  Bernstein  and  sentenced  to 
fifteen  months'  imprisonment. 

Alleged  Misleading  Description. — At  Man- 
chester police  court,  recently,  J.  Nichols  & 
Co., Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Britannic 
Works,  Manchester,  were  summoned  for 
publishing  a  label  describing  a  preparation 
as  a  "Strong  Female  Mixture,"  the  descrip- 
tion being  calculated  to  lead  to  its  use  for 
a  purpose  unlawful  under  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  Defence,  claimed 
that  the  label  had  been  used  for  more  than 
thirty  years  without  complaint;  the 
preparation  represented  an  infinitesimal 
part  of  the  firm's  business,  and  was  being 
discontinued.  A  penalty  of  £5,  with  £'j  7s. 
costs,  was  imposed. 

Unauthorised  Hair-grip  Manufacture. — 
At  Manchester  city  police  court,  on  Feb- 
ruary II,  Thomas  Blair  Talbot,  Moss  Side, 
was  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprison- 
ment and  fined  a  total  of  ;^i5o  for  five 
purchase-tax  oftences.  The  charges  were : 
Failing  to  apply  to  the  Customs  and  Excise 
for  registration ;  hindering  an  investigation 
officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duty; 
failing  to  keep  a  full  and  trye  account  of 
chargeable  goods;  making  a  statement  he 
knew  to  be  false;  and  failing  to  furnish  a 
return  of  purchase  tax  payable.  It  was 
alleged  that  on  Blair's  own  estimate  of 
manufacturing  six  gross  of  hair  grips  daily, 
which  was  a  considerable  understatement, 
his  sales  from  the  middle  of  November 
1943  to  the  end  of  February  1944  would 
amount  to  £560. 

Downfall  Attributed  to  Drug-taking. — At 

Blackpool,  on  February  17,  James  Critchley 
Mawer,  M.P.S.,  Somerset  Avenue,  was 
sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment  for 
stealing  £2^  from  a  local  woman  by  what 
was  described  as  "a  mean  sort  of  trick." 
It  was  alleged  that  the  woman  received  a 
telegram  purporting  to  come  from  her 
husband  in  the  Royal  Air  Force,  asking  her 
to  send  £25  as  he  was  being  considered  for 


a  commission;  she  sent  the  money  and  ( 
wire  came  for  a  further  £25.  Upon  inquirie; 
she  found  that  her  husband  had  not  sen  ' 
any  telegrams.  Accused  appeared  in  Mer 
chant  Seaman's  uniform,  but  it  was  statec 
that  he  had  been  in  business  as  a  chemis 
until  November  1943.  He  attributed  hi; 
downfall  to  taking  a  drug.  The  prison  doc 
tor  described  him  as  fundamentally  a  raai 
of  weak  character  who  was  suffering  fron 
feelings  of  inferiority.  He  commenced  tc 
take  benzedrine,  and  under  its  influenc( 
experienced  a  feeling  of  well-being  ant 
efficiency,  which  led  him  to  extravagance: 
that  finally  caused  his  ruin.  A  firm  of  chem 
ists  had  now  offered  to  employ  him.

Winifred  Mary  Pollard  (a  secretary),  West!| 
Bridge,    Nottingham,    and    Harry  Edgaiji 
Rawlings  (manager  of  a  firm  of  stockbrokers) 
Copthall  Court,  London,  E.C.,  were  found* 
not  guilty  and  discharged.  The  prosecutiony 
announced  that,  in  view  of  the  verdict  iq| 
the  first  indictment,  fifteen  further  count 
of  conspiracy  and  fraudulent  conversiofll 
would  be  left  on  the  file.  The  case  was  thajl

to  an  account  opened  in  the  name  ol 
"Outdoor    Publicity    Services"  by 
employee  of  the  company,  who  acted 
nominee  of  Edwards.

Aspirin  Overdose.— "  Death  from  mis- 
adventure through  taking  an  overdose  of 
aspirins ' '  was  the  verdict  returned  by  the 
Norwich  coroner  on  Ethel  Hicks,  23 
St.  Martin's  Close,  Norwich,  on  February  7.. 

Disinfectant. — At  Southport,  on  Feb- 
ruary 10,  a  verdict  of  suicide  while  the 
state  of  mind  was  disturbed  was  returned 
on  Harry  Rostron,  King  Street,  Southport, 
who  died  as  a  result  of  swallowing  dis- 
infectant. 

Cyanide. — At  Stroud,  on  February  14, 
a  verdict  of  suicide  while  the  balance  of  his 
mind  was  disturbed  was  returned  by  the 
deputy  coroner  on  Mr.  Reginald  Russell 
Smith  (coroner)  who  died  as  a  result  of 
drinking  potassium  cyanide  solution. 

Drank  Spirits  of  Salt. — A  verdict  that  he 
died  from  shock,  after  swallowing  spirits 
of  salt,  self -administered  while  the  balance 
of  his  mind  was  disturbed,  was  recorded  at 
an  inquest  at  Arlesey,  Beds,  on  George 
Thomas  Cockel,  Baldock,  recently. 

Excessive  Use  of  Drugs. — A  verdict  of 
"Death  from  excessive  use  of  drugs"  was 
recorded  at  St.  Pancras,  London,  on 
February  11,  on  Dr.  Johannes  Lothar,  who 
was  found  dead  in  his  house  with  a  tumbler, 
spoon  and  bottles  of  Medinal  close  by.  The 
coroner  expressed  the  opinion  that  deceased 
had  not  intended  to  take  his  own  life. 

Morphine  to  Relieve  Pain. — A  verdict  of 
death  by  misadventure  was  returned  at  • 
Banbury,  recently,  on  Mr.  W.  A.  Bull,  a 
veterinary  surgeon,  who  died  as  a  result 
of  morphine  poisoning.  The  coroner  said 
the  evidence  seemed  to  show  that  deceased 
had  used  the  morphine  to  relieve  pain  and 
not  with  the  intention  of  taking  his  life. 

Chemical  Foreman's  Staircase  Fall. — 
At  Blackburn  recently,  a  verdict  of  acci- 
dental death  was  returned  on  James 
Goulden,  Stanley  Street,  Oswaldtwistle, 
a  foreman  to  W.  Blythe  &  Co.,  manu- 
facturing chemists.  Church,  who  was  found 
unconscious  at  the  foot  of  a  flight  of 
stairs  at  the  works  and  died  in  Blackburn 
Royal  Infirmary  on  February  7. 

Demonstration  by  Excitable  Woman. —

excite  sjnnpathy  and  bring  her  husband 
to  a  better  frame  of  mind."

inual  Reports 

The  report  of  the  secretary  regretted  the 
ath  of  Mr.  Samuel  Hill  during  the  year, 
mbership  had  been  maintained.  The 
ancial  statement,  presented  by  the 
asurer,  showed  the  Society  to  be  in 
md  financial  condition.  Moving  adoption 
the  report  and  financial  statement,  the 
esident  said  they  had  passed  through 
other  difficult  and  trying  year.    It  had 


been  suggested  that  a  Ministry  of  Health 
should  be  set  up  in  Northern  Ireland,  and 
they  heard  suggestions  regarding  increased 
medical  benefits  and  hospital  treatment 
for  all  classes.  This  would  undoubtedly 
affect  not  only  pharmacists  but  pharmacy. 
They  had  seen  in  the  King's  speech  that 
legislation  would  be  introduced  regarding 
poisons  and  pharmacy,  and  it  had  been 
stated  in  reply  to  a  question  in  Parliament 
that  control  of  the  advertising  of  "quack" 
medicines  would  be  made.  He  anticipated 
that,  the  existing  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  would  be  completely  overhauled  and 
many  changes  made ;  possibly  many 
clauses  of  the  British  Act  would  be  con- 
sidered. Chemists  should  take  more  in- 
terest in  the  farmer  and  plot-holder. 
Agriculture  poisons  were  sure  to  be  con- 
sidered in  the  new  legislation,  and  if 
chemists  were  not  prepared  to  make 
themselves  familiar  with  and  handle  these 
substances  they  might  find  this  business 
slipping  away  from  them.  Mr.  S.  Nevin, 
seconding,  referred  to  the  sound  financial 
position  of  the  Society,-  Mr.  F.  T.  Smith, 
as  a  country  member^  said  he  had  listened 
to  Mr.  Storey's  note  of  warning  with 
interest  and  from  personal  experience 
agreed  with  him  that  they  should  be  alive 
to  the  possibility  of  great  changes. 
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The  annual  dinner  of  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
tion's wholesale  section  was  held  in  Dublin 
recently,  Mr.  I.  C.  Dawson  (chairman  of 
the  section)  presiding  over  a  company  of 
almost  forty.  The  toast  of  "Ireland,"  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  I.  C.  Dawson,  having  been 
honoured,  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  proposed 
"The  Wholesale  Section,  Irish  Drug  Asso- 
ciation," saying  he  came  forward  with 
great  diffidence  as  a  retail  chemist  meeting 
the  majority  of  his  creditors.  Mr.  Dawson 
responded  in  verse.  Continuing  in  prose, 
he  said  the  wholesalers'  interests  reached  to 
all  parts  of  the  country.  He  spoke  of  the 
work  done  by  the  wholesalers  in  supplying 
the  hospitals  and  public  institutions  with 
commodities  too  numerous  to  mention  and 
not  easy  to  get  at  present.  "The  Ladies" 
was  gallantly  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Such,  and  responded  to  on  their  behalf  by 
Mr.  John  Fasken. 

Pharmaceutical  Organisations  Represented 

Proposing  the  toast  "Our  Guests,"  Mr. 
P.  C.  Cahill  said  there  were  present 
representatives  of  two  of  the  most  impor- 
tant organisations  in  pharmacy:  Mr.  Con 
Cremen  (president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  and  Mr.  Lyall  Smith  (president  of 
the  Irish  Drug  Association).  It  was  strange 
that  some  retail  members  of  the  Association 
resented  that  wholesalers  and  manu- 
facturers had  banded  themselves  together, 
and  that  the  I.D.A.  had  taken  them  under 
its  wing.  That  seemed  to  him  a  retrograde 
attitude.  An  industry  like  theirs  should  be 
organised  and  should  have  regulated  rather 
than  "jungle"  competition.  Instead  of 
harming  the  retail  section,  organisation  of 
the  wholesalers  had  justified  itself  by  the 
excellent  conditions  prevailing  in  the  drug 
trade.  Mr.  Cremen,  responding,  paid 
tribute  to  Mr.  Dawson  as  the  capable  chair- 
man of  the  wholesale  section.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  come  in  for  kicks  occa- 
sionally, he  said,  which  were  not  deserved, 
because  it  was  not  generally  realised  that 
the  Society  was  tied  down  by  statute,  which 
limited  its  functions.  There  was  one  matter 
on  which  he  would  like  to  invite  the  co- 
operation of  the  wholesalers  and  manu- 
facturers. At  the  Society's  headquarters 
there  was  an  unofiEicial  register  of  recently 
qualified  chemists  looking  for  posts.  At 
present  there  were  about  twenty-four  names 
on  it.  He  appealed  to  members  present  to 
use  their  influence  to  get  some  of  these 
young  men  placed.  Mr.  Lyall  Smith, 
also  responding,  spoke  of  the  close  spirit  of 


co-operation  that  existed  between  the  ret 
and  wholesale  sections.

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existing  facilities  and  experience ;  no 
unnecessary  uprooting  of  established 
services  but  the  welding  together  of 
what  is  there  already,  adapting  it  and 
adding  to  it,  and  incorporating  it  in  the 
larger  organisation. 

Ministerial  utterances  have  repeatedly 
emphasised  the  point  that  "  the  convenience 
of  the  patient"  is  to  be  one  of  the  main 
considerations  to  be  taken  into  account  in 
planning  the  new  health  service.  Pharma- 
cists' dispensing  service  in  the  past  "has 
worked  on  the  whole  with  success,"  and 
they  have  ' '  good  existing  facilities  and 
experience,"  and  obviously  twenty  chem- 
ists' shops — dispensaries  for  the  purpose 
of  the  health  service — spread  over  a  fair- 
sized  town,  would  provide  the  maximum 
convenience  to  patients  to  obtain  their 
medicines  and  appliances.  Further,  the 
patient  would  thus  have  "free  choice" 
ol  pharmacist  similar  to  that  provided  for 
free  choice  of  doctor. 

Health  Centres'  Dispensing 

'It  may  be  suggested  in  some  quarters 
that  health  centres  in  order  to  provide  the 
means  for  medical  treatment  should  include, 
as  part  of  their  make-up,  facilities  for 
dispensing  medicines.  At  first  sight  this 
suggestion,  no  doubt,  appears  attractive, 
but  close  examination ,  reveals  that  such 
a  proposal  possesses  several  serious  dis- 
advantages. It  cannot  be  denied,  of  course, 
-that  in  a  well-regulated  hospital  dispensary, 
which  is  about  the  nearest  equivalent  to  a 
health  centre  dispensary  that  can  be  imag- 
ined, the  out-patients'  needs  may  be  ade- 
quately catered  for,  although  there  must 
at  times  be  a  considerable  waiting  period, 
or  alternatively  a  further  visit  to  collect 
the  medicine.  As  the  treatment  of  non- 
ambulant  patients  at  health  centres  is 
apparently  not  envisaged,  it  is  difficult  to 
see  how  these  sick  people  would  obtain 
their  medicines  from  health  centres  other 
than  by  means  of  a  special  messenger, 
which  may  be  much  more  inconvenient 
than  dealing  with  the  local  chemist,  who 
is  usually  able  to  deliver  the  goods.  The 
patient  who  requires  a  repeat  prescription 
would  much  rather  go  to  his  local  chemist, 
usually  just  round  the  corner,  than  make 
a  special  visit  to  a  health  centre,  as  in  this 
case   he   does   not   require   any  medical 


attention.  From  the  above  it  would  appe; 
that  a  dispensary  in  a  health  centre,  f; 
from  being  an  added  convenience  to  tl 
patient,  would,  in  fact,  be  most  inco; 
venient  in  many  circumstances.  It  mig] 
be  suggested  that  the  provision  of  di 
pensaries  in  health  centres  would  be  co: 
venient  for  the  doctor.  As  the  averaj 
prescriber  never  sees  the  actual  medicin 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  argument  ecu 
be  maintained.  .There  is,  in  our  opinio 
an  overwhelming  case  for  the  retention 
dispensing  at  local  pharmacies  where, 
course,  the  very  best  facilities,  if  m 
already  available,  would  have  to  \ 
provided. 

Payment  for  Dispensing  Services 

Payment  for  dispensing  services  und 
N.H.I,  has  been  unsatisfactory  throughou 
with  the  pharmacist  heavily  subsidisir 
the  scheme.    The  opportunity  now  arisi 
to  submit  conclusive  evidence  that  pha 
macists  as  a  body  have  been  grossly  an 
persistently  underpaid.  The  value  of  the 
professional    services    has    received  bi 
exceeding  scant  tangible  recognition.  I 
official  quarters  the  key  nature  of  the  pai 
pharmacists  have  played  in  the  existin 
N.H.I,  appears  to  have  passed  unrecognisec 
and  unfortunately  the  Government's  Whii 
Paper  lacks  any  indication  of  appreciatio 
of   the   true   value   of   the  pharmacist 
service.   With  the  object  of  providing  aH 
equitable  system  and  a  scale  of  paymerH 
more  in  line  with  the  value  of  the  facilitH 
and    service   provided,    an   entirely  ne'H 
method  of  calculation  such  as  the  foUowinH 
might  be  considered.  Payment  to  be  baseH 
on  four  factors :     ( i )   A   capitation  fe(H 
(2)  a  dispensing  fee,  (3)  cost  of  ingredienfcH 
and  (4)  a  retaining  fee  where  a  minimuM 
number  of  prescriptions  iS  not  dispenseH 
in  an  agreed  period.  I 

Whatever  method  is  adopted  for  calcnH 
fating  payments  for  dispensing,  it  must  bH 
emphasised  to  the  Government  that  thH 
rate  of  payment  made  to  pharmacists  ifl 
the  past  is  not  acceptable  as  the  basis  foH 
negotiations  under  the  new  scheme.  IH 
may,  of  course,  be  suggested  that  as  thfl 
number  of  medicines  to  be  dispensed  undeH 
the  comprehensive  health  services  will  bfl 
three  or  four  times  that  at  present  dispenseM 
under  N.H.I.,  payment  should  be  on 
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her  lower  level  than  the  current  rate. 
:h  increase  in  the  volume  of  dispensing 
1  call  for  the  employment  of  additional 
irmacists,  the  extension  of  dispensaries 
1  amenities  involving  alterations  to  shop 
mises,  the  purchase  of  much  additional 
lipment,  and  stocks  of  drugs  will  have 
be  substantially  increased  in  quantity 
1  the  range  extended.  The  ,  cost  of 
)viding  suitable  accommodation  in  the 
)p  premises,  usually  located  where  high 
ts  prevail,  must  be  taken  into  account 
assessing  the  value  of  the  dispensing 
vice  provided. 

jgramme  Summarised 

Summarised,  the  main  points  of  the

Design  for  World  Trade 

E  part  to  be  played  by  the  United  King- 
m  in  post-war  international  trade  is  the 
Dject  of  a  comprehensive  report  pub- 
led  by  the  Federation  of  British  Indus- 
es.  The  Committee  responsible  for  the 
)ort  divides  the  main  objectives  of  post- 
X  policy  into  two  parts:  (i)  the  prompt 
ief  of  devastated  countries  and  (2)  the 
iming  of  a  system  of  world  trade  aiming 
the  maximum  degree  of  prosperity  for 
peoples.  Before  these  conditions  can  be 
Ifilled,  however,  a  transitional  period  will 
cur  during  which  industry  must  be  pre- 
red  to  accept  restrictions ;  but,  the  com- 
ittee  adds,  controls  should  be  relaxed  and 
•andoned  as  soon  as  the  need  for  them 
ases.  In  dealing  with  the  problem  of  long- 
rm  economic  policy,  the  committee  has 
nsidered  the  proposals  recently  issued  by 
e  British  Treasury  and  the  United  States 
-easury,  but  holds  the  opinion  that  the 
rmer  appears  to  conform  more  closely  to 
orld  trade  requirements.  While  support- 
g  the  general  aim  of  the  British  proposals 
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for  a  Clearing  Union,  the  committee  insists  ■[ 
that  the  successful  working  of  any  inter-  i 
national  guarantee  and  exchange  scheme  is  < 
bound  up  with  the  proper  functioning  of  1 
the  machinery  of  world  trade  and  com- 
merce.  No  commitments  on  international  i 
exchange  problems  should  be  allowed  to 
conflict  with  the  policy  of  full  employment. 
With  regard  to  the  future,  it  is  realised  that  ^ 
some  degree  of  planning  will  be  necessary,  .,! 
but   Government   action   should,    in  the 
committee's  view,  be  restricted  to  such  * 
general  guidance  as  may  avoid  anti-social,  l 
wasteful  and  chaotic  conditions  :  an  Inter-  1 
national  Economic  Council  is  suggested, 
the  nucleus  of  which  might  be  found  in  the  • 
existing  collaboration  between  the  United  ; 
Nations.   Other  points  covered  by  the  re-  } 
port  include  a  plea  for  full  employment  and  i 
freedom  from  want  over  the  widest  possible  - 
area,  partial  regulation  of  imports,  and 
Empire  problems.  ' 

Mustard  Gas  in  Fats 

Some  criticism  may  be  levelled  at  the  official  ' 

instructions  for  dealing  with  fatty  food-  1 

stuffs  contaminated  with  mustard  gas,  on  'i 

the  ground  that  the  methods  recommended  ; 

involve  a  serious  loss  of  fat.  The  subject  is  ^ 
dealt  with  in  the  second  edition  of  a  publica- 
tion   "Food   and   its    Protection  against 
Poison  Gas"  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.

which  have  been  exposed  to  mustard  gas  ■ 

vapour  "should  be  trimmed  to  a  depth  of  1 

about  half  an  inch,   when  they  will  be  ; 

perfectly  safe."     Similarly,  contamination  ^ 

with  liquid  mustard  gas  should  be  followed  : 
by  trimming  the  fat  to  a  depth  of  one  inch 

and  treating  the  remainder  as  if  it  had  been  , 

exposed  to  vapour.     This  may  be  good  ^ 

enough  for  small  quantities,  but  where  bulk  i 

supplies  are  involved  a  less  wasteful  method  ; 

may  be  preferable.     In  "Chemistry  and  !\ 

Industry,"  February  5,  p.  50,  H.  C.  Lock-  'j 

wood  describes  such  a  method.  His  process  I 

comprises  the  steam-decomposition  of  the  ' 

mustard  gas  in  fats  and  removal  of  the  i 

decomposed  products   (chiefly  thioglycol)  ;

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VITAMIN  B,  COMPLEX 

Summary  of  a  Lecture  given  to  the  Nutrition  Panel,  Food  Group  of  the  Society  of  Chemic, 
Industry,  on  February  9,  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Robinson,  M.Sc.Tech.,  F.I.C.  (Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd 


The  existence  of  a  heat-stable  water-soluble 
factor  distinct  from  the  heat-labile  water- 
soluble  anti-neuritic  factor  was  recognised 
in  1920.  The  heat-stable  component  was 
called  vitamin  Bg,  and  it  apparently  pre- 
vented not  only  pellagra  in  human  beings, 
but  also  black-tongue  in  dogs,  and  a  form 
of  dermatitis  in  rats.  In  addition,  it  ap- 
peared to  be  a  growth  factor  for  rats,  and 
a  rat-growth  method  of  assay  was  used  to 
estimate  the  pellagra-preventive  factor, 
until  it  was  shown  that  riboflavin,  isolated 
in  1933  and  synthesised  in  1934,  was  respon- 
sible for  this  effect,  and  did  not  cure  pellagra. 
A  chick-growth  method  was  then  intro- 
duced, but  this  also  was  found  to  be  linked 
to  some  substance  other  than  the  pellagra- 
preventive  factor,  for  in  1937  nicotinamide 
was  isolated  from  liver  extract  and  shown 
to  cure  both  black-tongue  in  dogs  and  pel- 
lagra in  human  beings,  but  it  did  not  give 
a  response  in  the  chick  test.  The  factor 
which  cured  rat  dermatitis  was  given  the 
name  "vitamin  Bg."  It  was  isolated  in 
crystalline  form  in  1938,  and  re-named 
"pyridoxine."  All  these  vitamins  were 
shown  to  be  highly  specific  in  their  action, 
few  of  their,  analogues  having  similar  bio- 
logical properties,  and  aneurine,  riboflavin 
and  nicotinamide  were  shown  to  be  con- 
stituents of  enzymes  or  co-enzymes,  a  fact 
which  doubtless  explained  their  specificity. 

Pantothenic  Acid 

The  chick  factor,  known  also  as  "filtrate 
factor,"  proved  to  be  more  difficult  to  char- 
acterise, and  its  constitution  was  not  proved 
until  its  identity  with  pantothenic  acid  had 
been  established.  Pantothenic  acid  was  the 
name  given  to  one  of  the  constituents  of 
bios,  a  "substance"  postulated  by  Wildiers 
in  1 90 1  to  be  essential  for  the  growth  of 
certain  strains  of  yeast.  Bios  was  subse- 
quently shown  to  consist  of  some  seven  or 
eight  components,  which  resembled  closely 
those  of  the  vitamin  B  complex  and  included 
aneurine,  nicotinic  acid  and  pyridoxine. 
Another  of  the  bios  factorsj  biotin,  was 
later  shown  to  be  identical  with  vitamin  H, 
a  factor  which  prevented  the  derriiatitis 
produced  in  rats  by  the  feeding  of  raw  egg 
white.  The  constitution  of  biotin  was 
worked  out  recently,  and  its  synthesis, 
though  reported,  has  not  yet  been  described. 
A  few  weeks  ago  du  Vigneaud  showed  that 
desulphurised  biotin  could  replace  biotin 
as  a  growth  factor  for  micro-organisms. 


The  close  connexion  between  the  growt 
factors  required  for  micro-organisms  an 
those  required  for  animals  resulted  in  th 
development  of  microbiological  methoc 
for  estimating  the  vitamin  B  factors.  Th 
is  done  by  measuring  the  increase  in  th 
rate  of  growth  of  suitable  bacteria  when  th, 
factor  is  added  to  an  otherwise  complet 
medium.  As  a  result  of  this  work,  sever; 
new  factors  have  been  discovered,  of  whic 
the  best  known  is  folic  acid,  originall 
obtained  from  spinach  leaves.  Folic  acic 
or  a  substance  closely  resembling  it,  ha 
since  been  prepared  from  liver,  kidney  an 
yeast,  by  an  involved  process  of  fraction? 
tion  including  adsorption  on  charcoa 
Several  other  substances  which  act  as  growt 
stimulants  for  micro-organisms  have  bee 
isolated  in  a  similar  manner.  One,  calle^ 
vitamin  Be,  has  been  obtained  crystalUn< 
and  its  analysis  corresponds  with  the  foi 
mula  CgH^oNgOj.  Two  others  have  bee 
named  vitamin  Bk,  and  vitamin  B^;  th 
former  is  necessary  for  the  growth  of  chick! 
and  the  latter  for  the  proper  feathering  c' 
chicks.  Other  factors  essential  for  micrc 
organisms  have  been  reported.  The  relatior 
ship  of  all  these  various  factors  to  one  ar 
other  and  to  folic  acid  cannot  be  establishe 
until  they  have  been  purified.  Folic  aci 
itself  has  not  yet  been  described,  althoug 
it  was  recently  reported  to  have  bee 
obtained  in  pure  form.  A  chloroforn' 
soluble  fraction,  which  cannot  be  identicc 
with  folic  acid,  was  recently  obtained  froi 
liver  in  the  author's  laboratory.  Also  as  . 
result  of  microbiological  assays,  a  substaac 
closely  related  to  pyridoxine  was  discovered 
called  "  pseudo-pyridoxine  "  ;  this  interfert 
with  pyridoxine  assays,  and  is  apparent! 
derived  from  pyridoxine.  Its  structure  i 
not  yet  known. 

Investigations  on  Sulphonamides 

Further  information  about  the  vitamii 
B2  complex  has  resulted  from  investigation 
on  sulphonamides.  A  yeast  extract  whicl 
interfered  with  the  antibacterial  action  0 
sulphanilamide  was  fractionated,  and  < 
substance  obtained  which  closely  resem 
bled  ^-aminobenzoic  acid.  When  tested 
^-aminobenzoic  acid  was  also  found  ti 
reverse  the  effect  of  sulphanilamide.  On  fli* 
basis  of  this  result,  a  theory  was  propounde( 
of  the  mechanism  of  sulphonamide  activit] 
which  postulated  that  ^-aminobenzoic  ack 
was  part  of  an  enzyme  system.  The  obser 
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tion  also  resulted  in  the  recognition  that 
iminobenzoic  acid  was  essential  for  the 
)wth  of  several  micro-organisms,  and  for 
J  well-being  of  animals.  Another  sub- 
nce  which  reversed  the  effect  of  sulphani- 
lide  was  adenine,  which  is  also  a  growth 
tor  for  micro-organisms  and  a  constitu- 
;  of  co-enzymes  I  and  II.  Both  ^-amino- 
izoic  acid  and  adenine  should  be  regarded 
components  of  the  vitamin  complex, 
tagonists  to  other  growth  substances 
re  since  been  prepared.

of  5  mgm.  The  factor  is  also  effective  in 
nutritional  and  tropical  macrocytic  anasmia 
and  sprue,  but  in  these  conditions  it  is 
probably  not  the  only  factor  necessary. 

Other  Factors 

Pyridoxine  and  xanthopterin  are  other 
factors  that  bring  about  a  response  in  cer- 
tain types  of  anaemia  produced  in  animals, 
and  recently  pure  folic  acid  was  stated  to 
cure  leucopenia.  The  designation  "vitamin 
Bg  complex"  is  largely  an  historical  acci- 
dent, but  there  is  a  close  biological  simi- 
larity between  these  factors,  in  spite  of  their 
diverse  chemical  structures.  The  only  satis- 
factory explanation  of  the  fact  that  so  many 
of  these  substances  are  required  both  for 
micro-organisms  and  for  animals  is  that  they 
play  an  essential  role  in  the  fundamental 
metabolic  changes  common  to  all  living 
cells.  The  most  acceptable  hypothesis  at  the 
present  time  is  that  they  are  prosthetic 
groups  of  enzymes  and  co-enzymes.  It  is 
already  well  established  that  some  members 
of  the  vitamin  B  complex  function  as  such^ 
and  there  is  at  least  presumptive  evidence 
in  two  other  instances.  This  close  relation- 
ship should  be  accorded  recognition,  but  as 
many  of  these  substances  are  not  vitamins 
in  the  accepted  sense,  a  new  word  is  indi- 
cated to  describe  them,  and  I  suggest 
"biotics."  The  antithetic  form  "antibio- 
tics" is  already  widely  used  in  America  to 
describe  the  antibacterial  substances  pro- 
duced by  micro-organisms.  Practically  all 
the  substances  covered  in  this  discussion, 
including  aneurine,  which  has  quite  wrongly 
been  separated  from  the  vitamin  Bg  com- 
plex, satisfy  the  three  criteria  now  suggested, 
namely,  that  they  should  stimulate  meta- 
bolic processes,  be  specific,  and  be  produced 
by  micro-organisms.

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NOTE  ON  SOFT  SOAP 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  North  British 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
Mr.  Macmorran  read  a  paper  he  had 
prepared  jointly  with  Mr.  David  Tait, 
M.P.S.,  on  "Note  on  Sapo  .Mollis,  Third 
Addendum  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1932." 

Alternative  Materials 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  olive  oil  a  new 
soap  was  introduced  into  the  Third  Ad- 
dendum to  the  B.P.  In  the  new  monograph 
either  potassium  or  sodium  hydroxide  is 
permissible,  and  any  suitable  vegetable  oil 
or  mixture  of  oils  or  their  fatty  acids  may 
be  used,  with  the  exception  of  coconut  or 
palm-kernel.  If  the  soap  is  made  by  direct 
combination  of  the  alkali  and  the  fatty 
acids,  it  will  contain  no  glycerin,  which 
was  always  present  in  pre-war  soft  soap. 
Under  war  conditions  it  is  most  likely  that 
the  latter  method  will  be  used,  the  glycerin 
being  extracted  from  the  oil  for  use  in 
industry  and  the  remaining  fatty  acid 
being  converted  into  soap.  A  comparison 
of  the  standards  set  in  the  B.P.  1932  and 
in  the  Third  Addendum  shows  a  few 
differences  owing  to  the  changed  method  of 
manufacture.  The  fatty  acid  content, 
however,  remains  unchanged  at  not  less 
than  44  per  cent.  The  most  important

Examination  of  a  Poor  Sample 

Some  time  ago  a  soft  soap  was  received 
which  had  a  poor  appearance.  It  complied 
with  all  tests  for  purity.  The  chief  figures

DuRi-NG  the  month  just  closed,  which  is 
usually  considered  a  fairly  good  one  for 
business,  nothing  of  interest  has  occurred 
that  might  be  specially  featured,  although 
a  fair  amount  of  modest  routine  trade  has 
been  carried  on.  Few  important  price 
movements  have  occurred,  but  practically 
all  commodities  are  firmly  held.  Lack  of 
supplies  is  still  the  prime  cause  of  restricted 
business,  but  no  doubt  some  of  the  items 
in  question  will  be  coming  along  in  due 
course.  No  important  price  changes  have 
been  notified  in  Pharmaceutical  Chem- 
icals. Prices  of  Pepsin  and  Lithium 
carbonate,  however,  have  recently  been 
advanced,  and  the  new  rates  are  given 
below. 

Crude  Drugs 

Smallish  quantities  of  these  commodities 
have  continued  to  find  their  way  into  the 
hands  of  consumers,  but  actual  market 
business  has  been  quiet  and  distinctly 
"patchy."  The  stock  position  of  some 
items  is  far  from  satisfactory  and  in  a  few 
i^istances  supplies  have  been  completely 
cleared.  Prices  are  generally  unaltered, 
but  one  or  two  show  slight  changes.  Small 
lots  of  Curagao  Aloes  are  offered,  but  no 
Cape  is  available;  forward  offers  of  the 
latter  are  difficult  to  obtain  from  origin. 
Moderate  quantities  of  Areca  nuts  may 
be  obtained  on  spot.  Indian  Belladonna 
ROOT  is  not  plentiful,  but  leaves  seem  to  be 
in  fair  supply.  Benzoin  is  selling  slowly 
for  pharmaceutical  purposes.  Zanzibar 
Cloves  are  tending  lower,  current  spot 
quotations  being  about  twopence  per  lb. 
down  on  the  last-mentioned  figure.  Ergot 
is  in  poor  supply  at  present.  No  change  has 
occurred  in  the  price  of  Gum  acacia.  Spot 
supplies  of  Orange  peel  are  exhausted, 
and  no  replenishments  appear  to  be  coming 
forward.  Rhubarb  is  dearer  and  in  good 
demand.  The  only  change  in  Seeds  con- 
cerns Indian  Fennel,  which  is  quoted 
rather  higher;  the  market  continues  dull, 
with  no  business  of  any  volume  passing. 
Squill  is  inclined  to  be  easier.  Tragacanth 
remains  in  fair  request  at  unchanged  rates.

■  'reparations  sold  under  the  name  of 


"Chimney-cleaning  Powders"  are  usually 
a  mixture  of  common  salt,  two  parts,  with 
sulphur,  one  part,  sometimes  coloured 
with  Armenian  bole  or  aniline  blue.  The 
mixture  is  thrown  on  a  bright  fire,  and  the 
sulphurous  and  hydrochloric  vapours  help 
to  make  chimneys  a  trifle  cleaner.  A  mixture 
of  zinc  dust  (50  per  cent.),  sodium  chloride 
(45  per  cent.)  and  sawdust  (5  per  cent.)  is 
also  sometimes  encountered. 

Sea  Bath  Salt.— W^.  B.  C— As  a  basis 
for  a  sea  bath  salt  speciality  you  could  try

— A.  C.  F. — Malted 
milk  preparations  are  usually  made  from 
fresh  milk  and  the  mash  of  ground  barley- 
malt  by  a  process  of  mixing  and  dehydration 
under  strict  control.  We  do  not  know  of  a 
simple  formula,  but  the  following  approxi- 
mate analysis  of  a  so-called  malted  milk 
powder  may  suggest  a  mixture  suitable  for 
your  own  use  : — ■

Chocolate-and-milk  is  prepared  by  adding 
pre-digested  wheat,  sugar  and  chocolate 
to  dried  whole  milk.

Sale   of  Linseed  Products. — /.  /.  /. — 

The  Ministry  of  Food  points  out  that  while 
there  are  no  legal  restrictions  on  the  retail 
sale  of  linseed  or  linseed  oil  (see  C.  6-  D., 
January  29,  p.  131),  wholesale  transactions 
are  strictly  controlled.  Neither  commodity 
may  be  sold  by  wholesale  except  under  the 
authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the 
Minister,  and  such  licences  have  been 
granted  only  to  firms  engaged  in  the  trade 
before  the  war.  Both  items  are  imported, 
like  other  oilseeds  and  vegetable  oils,  by  the 
Ministry,  and  private  traders  can  obtain 
supplies  only  by  means  of  allocations  made 
to  wholesalers ;  where  supplies  are  made 
available  for  re-sale  to  chemists  it  is  on  the 
clear  understanding  that  such  supplies  are 
restricted  to  pharmaceutical  uses.  The 
Ministry  also  keeps  a  close  watch  on 
wholesale  and  retail  prices  of  linseed  and 
linseed  products.
